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‘Afarther Continuation of the Pope’s Monitory (or 
” Declaration ) of Excommunication againft the Duke 
Savoy's Minifters, Officers and others concern'd 
in making and publifbing certain Edits, &c, to the 
Prejudice of the pretended Liberties of the Church 
and the Authority claim'd by the Apoftolical See. 
PRovok'd with thefe new Injurics, we yet were 
patient: And further, when after the Expiration 
of divers Terms affign’d by us for the performance 
of neceffary Reparation which we long expected 
in vain, Inftances were made on the Part of the 
Minifter of the faid Duke Victor Amadeus then 
refiding with Us and ithe forefaid See, to depute one 
of the Cardinals of the holy Roman Church with 
whom he might treat upon thefe Matters; notwith- 
ftanding all had been already maturely difcus’d in 
the faid Congregation of Cardinals, and we our felves 
were prefent and voted when the above-mention’d 
Refolutions were pafs'd and in part order’d to be 
ut in Execution, not only with the Approbation 
ut by the Command of our faid Predeceffor Inno- 
cent; Yet, to the End we might truly fay, What 
more could ¥ have done, that I have not done ? we 
appointed our beloved Son Sperello, Cardinal-Prieft 
of the faid holy Roman Church, with the Title of 
St. Fohm de Porta Latina, to hear and report to us 
what the faid Refident and his Advocates fhould re- 
prefent: But after fome Conferences on this Sub- 
between the {aid Cardinal Sperello and the Re- 
fident, it bappen’d that the faid Refident departed 
from this City without concluding any thing. In 
the mean waile we were, to our ftill greater Grief, 
made acquainted, ‘thet new Wounds were daily 
given the Church in the Dominions of the forefaid 
Duke Victor Amadeus: Particularly, that a Difpute 
being rais’d formerly, thet is to fay in the Year 
1698, between the Epifcopal Court of Aofte in the 
Province of Tarantzife on one Part, and the Regu- 
lar Cannons of St. Giles de Verrefio on the other, 
about the Right of prefnting to fome Parith- 
Churches, the GCaufe was brought before the Tri- 
bunal of the abovemention’d Nuntiature, by the 
mutual confent of both Parties who exhibited their 
re(pective Claims ; And it happening fome time after, 
thac rwo of the faid Churches became vacant, 
the Fifcal Attorney of the faid Epifcopal Court of 
Aofte contriv’d to carry theCaufe before the Se- 
nate of Savoy, by fetting forth to them that tho’ 
the Bifhop was in actual Poffeffion of prefenting 


to the faid Churches, yet the faid regular Cannons — 


had given him Trouble, by a Summons, and hn- 
hibition which was executed ; and becaufe the Tri- 
bunal of the Nunciature decreed that the faid regu- 
’ lar Cannons fhould hold their Poffeffion,the faid Fifcal 
Attorney appeal’d to the Senate, and obtain’d a 
Writ of Summons not only againft them, but 


againft the Judge of the Ecclefiaftical Courts 
and at length the faid regular Cannons being 
compell’d to appear’ before the Senate, a Sen- 
tence was pronounc’d repealing (as void and 4- 
bufive ) the former given by the Tribunal of 
the Nunciature, at the fame time forbidding all 
Ecclefiaftical Perfons and others, on Pain of Nul- 
lity and of a Fine of 1000 Crowns of Gold 
and other Penalties, to carry Caufes before the 
faid Tribunal; and this Sentence was publifh’d 
by-Sound of Trumpet in the City of Aofte on 
the 1oth of May 1701. -Thefe being. intolera- 
ble Actions, and deferving to be cur down by 
the Sword of canonical Severity, we ceas’d not 
to cry out againft them, as the Lord admonifhes 
us by his Prophet, and as the Duty of our 
Apoftolical Office réquir'd ; left as dumb Dogs un- 
able to bark and drive away the Wolves de- 
vouring the Lord’s Flock we fhould be charg’d 
with Negligence, and become guilty of the {pi- 
ritual Death of the Sheep committed by the 
Lord to our Care. Bur the forefaid Senate, 
and other Officers of the Lay Jurifdiction, as 
deaf Adders ftopping their Ears left they fhould 
hearken to the Voice of the wife Enchanter, 

rfifted in their Malice, and harden’d them- 
elves fo that they could not be wrought upon 
either by our paternal Exhortations or Threats 
to confult the Welfare of their Souls, and make 


Satisfaction to the Church which they had fo. 


often and fo grievoufly offended: On the con- 
trary, while things ftood thus, another. Blow was 
given to the Ecclefiaftical Liberty and the Autho- 
rity of the Apoftolical See ; for on a fudden, with- 
out any Regard tothe Reverence due to the faid 
See, our beloved Son Alexander Codebo, for fome 
Time paft Auditor of the forefaid Nunciature, 
and then actually executing that Office in our Name 
in the City of Turin, was in manifeft Contempr 
as well of the Ecclefiaftical Order as of the Office 
which by onr Authority he exercis’d, commanded 
to depart from the faid City out of all the Domini- 
ons of the faid Duke Victor Amadeus who was 
at that Jun@ure abfent ; being allow’d no more than 


2 Days to leave the faid City, and only 4 to de-- 


part out of the Territories of the faid Duke Victor 
Amadeus, without being fuffer’d to fend any Ex- 
prefs to inform us of the Order he had receiv’d to 
leave the Country, and to expec our Anfwer 
thereupon: Sohe was forc’d to berake himfelf to 
Teglio a Place {nbject even in Temporals to this 
holy See. ; 

Weighing all thefe Things with mature Delibe- 
ration, and having firft implor'd the Divine Affift- 
ance, we did on the 7th of February 1702, hear 
the Opinion of the faid Congregatior of Cardinals 
who in our Prefence duely and carefully debated alt 


the Premifes; and after a full Hearing determin’d: 
ro give a new Proofof our Paterne! Long-fuffering’; 


and 
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and accordihgly wrote @ Wetter, in the Form of 2 
Brief, to the abovefaid Vicor: Amadeus ; 
in which we fet forth at large the bitter Grief of 
our Heart, on Account of what bis Magiftrates had 
perpetrated againit the Liberties of the Church, efta- 
blith’d by the Ordinance of God and the canonical 
Sanctions,.and againft the Reverence duc to this 
holy See; and thereupon admoaiih’d, befoughr, 
and adjur'd him, by thofe admirable Endow- 
ments of Mind and chat Propenfity to- all things 


great and noble which eminently fhine in him, 
Fountain of divine ,Good-- 


by the overflowing c 0 
nefs to him and his Houfe, laftly by -our ancient 
and fteady good Will to him, at length to remove 
the Evil from the Houfe of Ifrael, without any De- 
lay to retract by a {preedy and magnanimous Revo- 
cation thar>had done unjaftly, 16. reinitace 
the Church im her former Dignity and Rights, and 
‘to eafe us of. that anxious Care which afflited: 
Wirhout which we,were no longer abie to. put up 
fo many and fo great Offences, by which the Autho- 
rity of the Church was injur'd, the facred.Canons 
fet at nought, the Seat of rhe bleffed Peter affconred, 
and the , Power of the Keys deliverid to us by the 
Lord invaded, without endangering. our Soul ‘and 
incurring the divine. Indignation. . Morebver, we 
commuted ic to the Care of Charles BarberinodCert 
inal of the holy Roman Church,. of happy; Me 
mory, then living, whom for his excellent and nevek 
fufficiently to be exioll’d Qualifications of, Mind -we 
knew to be highly acceptabie tothe faid Duke 
Victor Amadeus, to tranimit this. Letter, with ail 
 poffible Difparch to the faid Duke Vidtor Amadeus, 
and at the fame time to lay the whole. Matter plain- 
ly before him ;, no: doubting that upon ferious Con- 
fideration, he would out of that. magnanimiry: of 
Soul by which he is, diftinguifh’d,immediately rectify 
what had been done amifs. a!
